Washington, Oct. 18— Food Administrator Hoover gave notice 


to the public tonight that the “ corner had been turned” in high food 


prices and that most of the essential commodities will now continue 


to show reductions between now and the end of the year. At the same 


time he pointed out the retail prices are not going down in accord 


with the whoesale reductions and intimated that the consumer him­ 


self might correct this by bringing pressure to bear. 


Will Inform the Public on Prices. 


To aid the public in dealing with the retailers who continue to ex­ 


tort wartime prolits, the food administration is now collecting data on 


the wholesale prices of all staples in 700 cities and soon will 
begin 


publishing them weekly for comparison with the retail figures. 


Without further authority from Congress, Mr. Hoover said, the 


government is powerless to control retail prices except those of con­ 


cerns doing a business in excess of $ 1 0 0 ,0 0 0 a year. He did not car 


lo discuss the question whether Congress would be asked to extern 


his authority, saying that he wanted to give the retailers a chance firs4 


to do the fair thing.
